Several  events  of  interest  have  occurred  during  the  past 
year.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  Goshen  School  Board: 

I  hereby  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  your  super- 
intendent of  schools. 

Since  my  last  annual  report  the  schools  have  been  divid- 
ed, with  the  four  lower  grades  at  Mill  Village  School  and  the 
four  upper  grades  at  Goshen  Corner  School.  This  plan  has  ad- 
vantages both  educationally  and  financially.  Longer  recitations, 
more  time  for  individual  work,  better  class  competition  and  co- 
operation are  among  the  advantages  that  have  been  brought  to 
the  pupils. 

There  has  been  added  a  cost  in  transportation,  most  of 
which  has  been  approved  by  the  state,  but  there  is  a  saving  of 
one  full  set  of  teacher's  copies  of  books,  charts,  etc.  Even 
reference  material  is  not  the  same  for  upper  grades  as  that  for 
the  lower  grades.  Doubtlessly  this  will  not  reduce  the  costs 
to  the  district  as  it  is  right  to  spend  what  the  state  approves 
for  these  items,  but  it  will  allow  the  district  to  equip  their 
schools  better  without  placing  an  added  burden  on  the  taxpayer. 

You  have  been  very  fortunate  in  holding  the  services  of 
Mrs.  Scranton  and  Mrs.  Tenney.  Their  very  efficient  work  has 
been  increased  by  allowing  each  of  them  to  teach  in  those 
grades  where  they  are  most  proficient. 

The  Goshen  School  Board  by  careful  financing  has  been 
able  to  make  helpful  repairs  at  the  Corner  School  and  to  add 
a  woodshed  to  the  Village  School.  Windows  were  added  to 
those  in  the  schoolroom  at  the  Corner,  the  chimney  made  safe, 
and  the  room  redecorated.  It  gives  a  pleasing  cheerful  feeling 
to  enter  the  room,  and  I  am  sure  that  pupils'  eyes  have  been 
relieved  from  a  great  strain. 

The  results  of  good  teaching  and  hard  work  by  the 
teachers,  as  well  as  great  interest  and  native  ability  on  the 
part  of  the  pupils  was  shown  at  the  exceptional  Christmas 
operetta.  It  made  the  teachers  happy  to  know  that  so  many 
were  willing  to  help  them  with  this  type  of  school  work. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Goshen  School  Board,  the  teachers, 
and  citizens  for  their  kindness  and  help.
